Full detalls of the Palacios mussacre huve been
received, from which it appenrs that the atroelty
of the Spoanlards hos not been In the loast exag-
Eerated. A correspondent writes from Hovana
on the 18th inst: ‘

I am sure that you are wearled with the sub-
jeet of conflacations, ns nl=o the different pro-
positions with reference to the disposition of
the Aldamas mangion. The jourpals here are
daily filled with these themes. There 8 o mat-
ter, haowever, of gome Interest, and which has
been much spoken of during the last week, The
facts were not folly eredited until it was known
that Palncios was to be sent off to Spain by the
CUaptain-General. The fncts In the aflnir wnre
briefly these:—On the 20th of  June loasl
two respedtable physicians  of Bantingo
de Cubn, named Jose Antonlo Perezand  Rafuel
Fepinar, n Ihwyer, Gonzalo  de Vil
lar, and several plantera—to wit, A. Villasano,
J. AL Dollazo, B, Collazo, and SBenor Asconsio
were thrown into prison, on susplelon of belng
members of the revolutionary committee of that
vity, IHere they remained some fifteen dovs
The Attorney-General of the government an-
pnounced to the Governor thiat there were no
proofs (o gupport the accusations, and, in n few
duys, ill but two of the priconers were relensed
Not long after thig, these same parties were
again put in prison by the Governor, becanse ho
maintained that the order of the Captaln-Gieoe-
ral  guve full yn\wr to  imprison  upon
mere suspleion, The priseners began now to tenr
seriously for thelr lives, especlally when It was
announced to them that they would be sent up
to Bayamo, there to await the orders of Valina-
seda, Tt s stated that thelr friends interceded
with the Consulg of the United States, of Fag-
land, of France, aud of the North Germian Con-
federation, who u]}llirl.uu-lu'll. the Governor upon
tha sulject, and begged that the prisonors
might bo tried there. or, if sent to Baynmo, that
n good responsible officer shiould be sent along
with them, The Iatter suggestion was agreed
to, and in due time the men arrived at Bayamo.
Valmasgedn ordered thom off in o few days Lo
Jiguani, and sent along asan e2cort 200 men, un-
der the command of hils Adjiutant, Lieut. Colonel
Palacios. A few of the prisoners’ friends accom-
panied the party, becaunse they feared somo
treacherous movement. Sure enough, when they
arrived at a polut in the rond enlled Banta Rita
there were hanrd three hisses, and Immedintely
the prisoners and the friends accompanying
them, numberlng ninetecn In all, were shot down
and murdered in cold blood. Valmasedun pres
tendod to be angry at the conduct of Palacios,
vut, perbhaps, this wag in order to conceal his
own ngency ln the matter. At any rate General
De Rodasg, upon learning the facts, wos exceod-
ingly indigmant, ordered Palncios Immodintely
to Havana, nud on the 15th the latter salled for
the Peninsula, there to be tried forthis infamons
erime.

The Governor-General elnimse that his orders
have been grossly violated in this instanes, and
there {8 no doubt but that he wonld have ordered
the trinl of Pulacios here, and most probably
would have had lim shiot had his own position
been mere secure. Unfortunutely his Excellency
is In constant dread of the volunteers, and, i
ramor be true, 18 greatly disgostedat the state of
matters,

Another Account.

Probably the most unnatural erline committed
by the authorities of Spain, in Coln, gince the
revolt at Yara, is that represented in the follow-
ing. There is assurance that had it not been 4o
the action taken by the four consular represent-
atives of England, France, the Germon Confed-
eration, nud the United States, very little of this
would bave been made publie, ot least at an
early date. The petition of the vight prominent
citizens of Bantingo de Unba, which is appondod,
was placed on file in vach of the four-named
Consulates.

It appears that as early as the 29th of June
Don Franciseo Casanova, & Spaninrd, and citizen
of Ban of Santingo de Cuba, went before the
Spanish authiorities there, and made aflidavit
that those gentlemoen wliose names were slenal
to the petition were digloyal to the Spauigh
Government. Upon this afidavit the i fstni,
Col. Mareannz, ordered their nreest, They were
imprisoned, remaining In close confinement for
15 dayg, when they wers then examined,
in the abscnee of Muarcannz, by o new
Fiseal, who reported to the Governor that
there wns nothing agoinst  the wmen, and
recommended that they be discharged. This
wns done, they giving bDail net to take nction
agninst the Government, Bix doys .l“.l"l'“':l['(l-:
they were all again arrested and Imprisoned.
The eircular of General de Rodas, dated July 8
reached Santingo de Cuba on the 17th of July
Two days ufter the Governor announced that he
should send his prisonors o Manzanillo for trial
but his friends learned that he meant really to
gend them to Bayamo, then Valmaseda's head-
quarters, "

They were then escorted from Marzanillo to
Bayamo by Licutenant-Colone! Julian Sallzay,
an officer asked for by the prisoners themselves
They arrived safely at Manzanillo. Thence
Salizar, with elght men, escorted them safoly to
Bavamo, which once reached, they all folt
grén.t.lv relioved, for they were impressed with
the bellef that they wonld be asspssipnted on the
highway between the two places,  After remnin-
ing one day only at Bayamo, Valmaseds ordered
them to Jlguanl for trinl, They started from
Bayamo with far more apprehension for thelr
lives than they had bhefore leaving Santiago de
Cubw, for thelr worst fears were woll
grounded, the commaunder of the escort
detniled to them being none  other  than
Lieutenant-Colimel  Palneols, whose milstross
is the dauveghter of  the same  Francisco
Casanova who made affidavit asainst them.
They made known thelr fears to several friends
at Bayamo, who offered to joln them on thelr
journey. They started, but hefore reaching
Santa Rita the zoldiers fell upon them and shot
them—mnot only the prisonors, but thelr fricnds,
pmoenge whom were Don Manuel Frosoeda, Don
E. Alvarez, Don Jose Beniter, Dr. Perez unid
gervant, und seven others, whose numes were
not lesmed,  The whole number n-sassinated
wits twenty.  Colonel Palaclos retumed to Bay-
ama, and reported the old story that the prison-
ers revolted on the road, and hie had to kill them

in defenge, ‘The soldiers searched their bodies
and found $1600 in money nnd o nmnber of vili-
able wantehes, whileh, with thew ongeage, became
the booty Of the assa=sins.
